OF POLL ON WELFARE ASSCC IAT ION 
QUEST IONNAIRE 


Greatest dissatisfaction with 
Department of Agriculture cafeterias 
is on the item of price, according 
te a report on the recent cafeteria 
survey questionnaire at the REA 
Employee Council monthly: meeting 
Wednesday afternoon, . 

The" survey ~in RA was. conducted 
by ‘Louis ~-D, Knowles and Robert 
Partridge, REA representatives of ge 
the U. 5S, D, A, Welfare Association, 
‘following a resolution, by the Em _ 
pleyee Council Jast month asking then 
to take steps for. improvements in 
cafeteria operation. Partridge said 
they had already. reported to the 
Welfare Board, and that a number of 
other agencies expressed interest in 
conducting ‘similar questionnaires, 

' The questionnaire was on the. basis: 
of satisfaction or ‘dissatisfaction 
with four items 4. and the results 
tabulated from 313 questionnaires 
returned out of 500: circulated 
showed the following percentages 
dissatisfied: quality’ 45.7 %; 
quantity, 46,743; price 75.4%; and . 
vayicty 59.4%, Of the total, 19.5% 
vere dissatisficd on all four items, 
while 88,8% were dissatisfied with 
at least one item, 

Among the. items mentioned more 
often were serving cold food, — 
monotonous menus, too many "meat . 
stretchers, need for improved selec 
tions on luncheon combinations, and: 
high price ef coffee and sandwiches, 
Unfavorable comparisons with other 
gevernment cafeterias were also cited,
